TENEMENT FIRE 


Started by an Incendiary Killed Five People and 


Injured a Number in New York 


This Morning.

New York, May 27—In a fire which 


destroyed the five story tenement 
house, 304 and 306 West 13th street, 
early today, four .persons were burned 
to death and a number were seriously 
injured. The dead: 


Julia Wandling, aged 40. 
Charles Wandling. aged 7. 
Helen Wandling, aged 4. 
George Wandling, aged7. 
The three last named were children 


of Mrs. Walding. 
Many more were 


injured -by jumping from, windows be- 
fore the firemen arrived'. 


It was the work of an incendiary. 


\ ictor Johnson who lived in the tene- 
ment eaw a man set fire to the wains- 
coating which had been saturated 
with kerosene. He gave chase but the 
incendiary escaped. 
Soon the build- 


ing was a mass of flames. Johnson 
was so badly burned that he will prob- 
iibly die. 


In his flight .the fire bug" passed po- 


liceman Weimar who, thinking that 
ihe man was running to turn in an 
alarm, did not stop him. The man es- 
caped. After turning in 
an alarm 


Weimar returned to the tenement. By 
that time the fire had gone up through 
the hall way to the top o." the building 
and had there spread to the whole 
floor. 
The policeman hammered on 


all doors he passed and on the third 
floor he found three children. Mak- 
ing a big armful of the three he car- 
ried them down the stairs, through 
the smoke and fire, his own clothes 
catching fire and 
receiving burns 


which will mark him for life. 
He 


returned to the work of rescue, how- 
ever. 


On the fourth floor he found five 


grown persons who were locked in a 
back room. 
He battered in a door, 


but now finding the entire hall a roar- 
ing furnace he carried them to the fire 
escapes on the front of the building 
where they were taken down by fire- 
men. 


Fireman Wm. D. Rice, of Engine 


company 37 broke into the flat occu- 
pied by the stricken Wandling family 
on the top floor. As he did so the 
flames burst out and he was seared 
from head to foot. 
Regaining him- 


self he entered and found the father, 
George Wandling, trying to escape, 
having in his'armg his ?on Walter, 6 
years old. Both were seriously burned 
Rice took them to the fire escape and 
other firemen took them down the lad- 
ders. 
Rice,' Wandilng and the boy 


were taken to a hospital, where the 
condition of the father and son was 
pronounced critical. When the flames 
had been crowded back, firemen en- 
tered the Wandling fiat and found the 
dead bodies of the mother and chil- 
dren. The position of the body indi- 
cated that she had folded her youngest 
child to her breast ana was overcome 
by the heat and smoke 
before she 


could rise from the bed. 
Both were 


burned to death in their last embrace. 
In the middle of the room the bodies 
of the other children were found. 


Victor Johnson, who saw the stran- 


ger set fire to the building was severe- 
ly burned and at the hospital it is said 
that he could hardly recover. 


Walter Wandling died at the Hood 


Kright hospital, making total of five 
dead.

FORGER 


WHO WAS FOUND GUILTY IN NEW- 


AR YEARS AGO 


Died at Pueblo, Colo., Tuesday While 


Under Arrest—He Died From 


Pneumonia. 


The following dispatch from Pueblo, 


Colo., will be of itnerest to 
many 


.Newark people: 


Pueblo, Colo., May 27-^ Henry S. 


Renard, alias H. L. Moody, who was 
under arrest here on a charge of ob- 
taining money by false pretenses, died 
yesterday of pneumonia, aged 70. 


He was one of the most noted forg- 


ers in this country, and had served 
sentences in Illinois and Ohio. 


After conviction on a charge of for- 


gery in Chicago he was pardoned by 
President Harrison, in consideration 
of his honorable record as an army 
surgeon during the civil war. 


The death of Henry ri. Renard, alias 


H. L. Moody, recalls a circumstance 
that happened in Newark^ away back 
in 1878. During the earlypart of that 
year a number of daring forgeries had 
been committed in this city, some of 
our principal business men, among 
them D. D. Jewett, being a victim.NFor 
a time the local officers were baffled 
in their efforts to apprehend the guilty 
party, but at last suspicion settled 
on one Lewis Morgan, who had been 
making his headquarters fin Newark 
for some time. 
The warrant for his 


arrest was placed in the hands of ex- 
Marshal Joseph 
Griffith, who arrest- 


him in the 
old 
Weiant bookstore, 


while in the act of passing forged pa- 
per. 
He was tried in the Common 


Pleas court on the charge and was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary under the 
name of Harry L. Moody, it having 
jeen ascertained from correspondence 
with New York parties that that was 
the name by which he was known in 
that city. 
He was taken to Colum- 


3us by ex-Sheriff Scofleld and Joseph 
3riffith and" turned over to the prison 
officials to serve a term of three years. 


He was released July 3, 1878, for a 


new trial, but was found guilty and

SHORTHORN CATTLE. 


Reminiscences of the Oldest Ohio Shorthorn Breed- 


er John Montgomery of Granville, Licking 


County—Mr. Montgomery's Paper. 


Following is the paper 
read by 


John Montgomery of Granville, before 
the Ohio Shothorn Breeders' Associa- 
tion: 


In conversation with Mrs. C. B. 


'Steward, the honorable secretary of 
our Ohio Shorthorn Breeders' Associa- 
tion, at our state fair last fall, it came 
up that the writer of this article was 
the oldest breeder of Shorthorns in 
the state. Then followed the invita- 
tion for this paper, a word about the 
early history of Shorthorns and first 
Shorthorn sales in England, the com- 
ing of one of the most noted families 
into the United States, their 
spread 


into Ohio, and the history of Short- 
horns in our state, including the con- 
tests at state and county fairs. 


Tradition, carries Shorthorn history 


back to the year 1300, but nothing au- 
thentic is known previous to the year 
1930. 
The earliest Shorthorn bull of 


•which we have any record was the 
Studley bull calved in 1737, and whose

number in the English herd book was 
626. 
' 
• 


Among-the early breeder^ and- dis- 


persers of. Shorthorns . in 
England 


were the Collins Brothers who -began 
breeding about 1780. In 1810 Charles 
Colling had a Shorthorn sale at which 
forty-seven head, including cows; bulls 
and calves, averaged $775 a head. In 
181$ Robert Colling received at his 
sale of sixty-one head an average ol 
$649 a head and two years later he 
had a sale in which forty-six head av- 
eraged $245. 
Thus we see the rise 


and fall of prices for Shorthorns, for 
they vary as the finances of the coun- 
try. 


At Mr. Colling's sale in 1S10 Mr. 


Thos. Bates paid $900 for a Duchess 
heifer from which .sprang the Bates 
Duchess family of Shorthorns. 
The 


first importation of this family to the 
IJnited States was made in 1853 by 
Morris and Becar, of New York, the 
Duke of Gloster and Duchess 66th be- 
ing brought over. In a few years they 
were bought 
by Samuel Thorn, 
of 


Thorndale, New' York, who imported 
59th and 68th Duchess, also Grand 
Duke. 
These were sold to Sheldon 


of Geneva, by him to S. Campbell, of 
Oneida, New York. A. J. Alexander 
being an Englishman, took a cow and 
bull of this family to his place. Thus 
you have traced in your mind the in- 
troduction of one of the most noted 
families of Shorthorns into our coun- 
try, and I will give you some of the 
prices they brought when the first 
sale of them was made. 


No females were ever sold from this 


family outside of this combine (or 
trust) until the fall of 1873 at the 
great sale at York Mills. Lord Bec- 
tive was there in person and Pavin 
Davis had sent an agent intending to 
take back to England the majority of 
the Duchess family. In conversation 
with Lord Bcctive at this sale, I ask- 
ed him why they held this family in 
such pre-eminence. 
He replied that 


"there was such a concentration of ex- 
cellence in their blood that no other 
bulls made such an impress OA their 
"females as Duke bulls." 


A combination had been formed by 


Kentucky breeders with a capital of 
$60,000 with George and Edward Bed- 
ford, Vanmeter, Renick and Brodhead 
as Alexander's agent, as stockholders. 
These men expected to take the ma- 
jority of the Duchess family to Ken-i 
tucky. 
After the first Duchess was! 


sold, the combination was broken, they; 
saw the price was too high for their 
plans. 


Alexander's agents bought two heif- 


ers, one yearling for $18,000, and a 


two year old for $28,000. Pavin Da- 
vis* agent bid off 8th Duchess of Gen- 
eva at $40,000. While bidding and 
when he had run her up to something 
over $30,000 he 
asked how 
many 


i>uuuda tliat uia.u>j.

ha'd, 
clapped their hands and tolu 


him to go on with the dollars, and' he 
became excited, bidding her to the 
above price. Mr. Davis on receiving 
a telegram of the price paid, answer 
ed not to take her. Afterwards sht 
was sold for $30.000. Lord Bectlvt 
bought the 10th Duchess of Geneva 
for 835,000. 
The record of this co\\ 


shows that she lived and bred unti 
seventeen years old, she and her off- 
spring sold for $300,000, a record un 
paralleled in 
the history of 
Short- 


horns. 


Another Shorthorn sale of note and 


made by a breeder

Shorthorn men, that of D. McMillen 
at Xenia, Ohio, which occurred, if I

$200 up to $6,200, the above price be 
ing paid for an Airdrie Duchess of the 
Alexander Kentucky kind and bough 
by Palmer and Bowman of Saltville 
Va., who also bought the 2nd Duk' 
of Kent for $6,100, of the Kirkleving 
ton family, originated 
by 
Thomas 


Bates. A-better bull I never saw. 


The 
Barrington 
family 
sold fo 


prices next to the above, the leadinj 
breeding females bringing $3,000 anc 
up. The writer of this bought a heif 
er calf just past four months old fo- 
$1,000, whose sire was the $6,100 bul' 
2nd Duke of Kent, dam" Barringtor 
Lally 5th, which brought $3,500. 


The-'first importation of Shorthorr 


cattle to this state was made by th< 
Ohio company in 1834, Mr. Felix Ren 
ick of Chillicothe, as their agent, whr 
made a good selection. 
They wen 


shipped to Philadelphia, and driver 
over the Alleghennies to Ohio. In 183f 
and '36, two more importations were 
made which landed at New York anc 
passed by the Erie canal to Buffalo 
Ihence by lake to Cleveland, and or 
foot to Chillicothe. In 1836 they were 
sold at public 
auction, seventy-nv< 


head bringing an average of $900 e 
head. Thus they were scattered ove' 
the state and some of their offspring 
made their way to Licking county.. 


These importations of the Renicks 


stimulated cattle breeding in Ohio, 
the stock was improved and many im- 
portations were .made up to the time 
of the Civil war 
in 1860. Among 


these importations was, in the year 
1854, 
one Clinton 
County company, 


agents H. H. Hankins and Mr. Col- 
ter, some of wnich cattle were for 
Elias Fassett 
of 
Licking 
county; 


Clark county made an importation al- 
so, Arthur Watts and Alexander Wad- 
dle acting as agents. Madisom and 
Union counties each made importa- 
tions as did the Shakers of Union Vil- 
lage, Warren county. 


Up to I860, Ohio and Kentucky took 


the lead in 
Shorthorns; there was 


quite a strife 
between the breeders 


of these two states for premiums at 
Lhe Ohio State fairs. Among the early 
breeders of Kentucky Shorthorns who 
exhibited at the Ohio fairs were Geo.
